HE French had now got to leeward, 

and under the expectation of being 
immediately attacked, had huddled mo 
BB of their thips haftily together in a kind 
* @ie of clutter, in the operation of wearing, 
from whence they were gradually itretch- 
ing out into @ lime of battle ; but upon 
obferving the expofed fituation of thofe 
Britith thips which had fallen to leeward 
torepair their damages, it induced fome 
» “He shtetation in their movements, and they 
begati to edge away, with an evident in- 
tention of cutting them off from the reft 
of the fleet. The admiral inftantly pe- 
netrated into their defign, and the dan- 
ger of thofe fhips obliged him fuddenly 
to wear, and to ftand athwart the van of 
the enemy, in a diagonal line, for their 
protection, At the fame time, he dif- 
patched orders to Sir Robert Harland, 
to form his divifion at a dittancé aftern of 
B the Vi&tory, in order to cover the rear, 
and to keep the enemy in check, until 
the vice admiral of the blué fhould in o- 
bedience to the fignal (which was kept 
conftantly flying) come, with his divi- 
fion, into his proper ftation, Thefe or- 
ders were inktantly obeyed by the vice 
admiral of the red, who was according- 
ly formed in the wake of the Victory, 
before four o'clock. 

It was this evolution, which was af- 
terwards made the foundation of one 
of thofe principal charges which were 
brought againft the admiral, it being 
py ope: ‘* as carrying the appearance 
@ a flight, and bringing difgrace upon 

t the Britith flag, by affording an oppor- 

Runity to the enemy of Piining the 
viétory, and of publihirig to the world 
that the fleet had ran away.” And it 
was alfo this movement, which fome of 
the braveft and moft experienced officers 
in the Britith fervice, and who weére 
prefent at the timie, declaged upon oath, 
tohave appeared, and to have been con- 
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fidered by them, both then and after, as 
a great and neceffary manceuvre. 

In the mean time, the admiral per- 
ceiving that he was nearing the enemy, 
by the courfe which he ftcered for the 
protection of the crippled thips, and 
that the vice admiral of the blue (till conti- 
nued to lie to*windward, and by fo do- 
ing kept his divifion back from joining 
him, and from fupporting the fleet, he 
made a Ggna! for At thips to windward 
te bear down into his wake. This fig- 
nal was repeated by the vice admiral, al- 
though he had not repeated that for the 
line of battle ; but as he did not bear 
down hiimfelf, his repeating this fignal 
feems to have been particularly unlucky ; 


.ithaving been interpreted, by the ‘hips 


of his divifion, as ‘an order for coming 
into his own wake, and not for their go- 
ing into that of the admiral, 

Thefe appearances of neglect of duty 
in the vice admiral of the blue, were at- 
tributed to the difabled condition of his 
fhip, to which feveral witneiles were 
produced on his tial, and on the credit 
of which’ he was afterwards acquitted. 
The proteétion of the difabled fhips be- 
ing accomplithed, and the French fleet 
continuing to form their ‘line, ranging 
up to leeward parallel to the centre di- 
vilion, it became the admiral’s ismedi- 
ate and moft urgent object, to form his 
as {peedily as poffible, in order to bear 
down upon them and renew the battle, 
whilit it could yet be done with full ef- 
fe&t. He therefore, after having te® 

eated the fignal for fhips to come into 

is wake with uo bettep effect than be- 
fore, fent to Sir Robert Harland, to 
ftretch away ahead, and to take his proper 
{tation in the ire; in which he was in- 
ftantiy obeyed, with the ufual prompt- 
nefs of that excellent officer; and fee- 
ing the vice admiral of the blue ftill to 
windward, with his feretopfail unbent, 
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and without any vifible effort, either to- 
wards fetting it to rights, or for obey- 
ing that figeal which had been fo long 
flying, he fent’Captam Windfor of the 
Fox Viguse at five o'clock, with expreis 
orders to hith, to bear down into his, 
the admiral’s’ wake, and to fell him, 
that he only waited for him and hig di- 
vifion to renew the battle. We mu 
obferve that there is a confiderable vari- 
ation, with regard to the exact ume at 
which this meflage was delivered, in the 
evidence given upon the trials af Admi- 
ral Keppel and Sir Hugh Pallifer. 

This order not producing the defired 
effe&t, and having before hauled dowa 
the figna] for coming iato his wake, the 
admiral threw out that for all thips to 
come into their ftations; and again, at 
feven o'clock, being wearied out with 
fruitlefs expeftation, te made the fignal 
for each particular hip of the vice admiral 
of the blue’s divifion, to come into her fta- 
tion in the line j but before they had com- 
plied with this fignal, night put an endto 
all further operations. Tt will {careely e- 
{cape ebiervation,that no fignat had been 

articularly thrown outtotheF ormidable, 
She vice admiral of the blue’s own fhip : 
this the admiral afterwards attributed to 
amotive of delicacy, founded on the 
long fervices of that officer, as wel! as a 
due compliment to his rank in his dou- 
ble capacity, both as a lord of the admi- 
ralty, and as the third in the prefent 
command ; a delicacy which, whether 
juttifiable or not, brought great incon- 
veniencies on Mr, Keppel ; poffible cri- 
mination ; and is not likely to be imi- 
tated on future occafions. 

Although the French, by their draw- 
ing up and forming a line parallel so 
the Britith fleet, thewed a determination 
of fuftaining an engagement, if they 
had been attacked, they, however, fhew- 
ed evidently, that they were not at all 
difpofed to urge matters to that final con- 
clufion, by any act of their own; as 
they had it in their power to have re- 
newed the engagement during ever 
hour of the Be 3 and that wit 
fuch apparent advantage, from a fitua- 
tion of affairs which it does not. feem 
could poffibly have efcaped their obfer- 
vation, that their miffing the opportuni- 
ty appears little lefs unaccountable, than 
the Brange circumftance from whence it 
wag derived. Their condu& in the 
night, would have afforded a confirma- 
tion of their indifpofition to, renew the

vent its dettru€tive effeéts, is not only in 
itftif laudable, but a duty highly in- 
cumbent on thofe who have the lives of 
their neareft conneétions, friends, and 
neighbours, committed to their care: 

This confideration alone, has produced 
the following obfervations and remarks. 
They were thrown together ata latehour, 


after the fatigues of a bufy day, as well 
for the author’s own {atisfaction, as the 
purpofe of adopting fome concife andre. 
gular method of treating adiiea(e that is 
fo rapidly fpreading, and in all probabil - 
ity will become general, amongit us: 
They were thewn to fome medical friends, 
at whefe preffiug folicitations they are 
now, with the uemoit diffidence, fub- 
mitted to publick infpeftion. 

The author is no. unaware that he has 
laid himfelf open to criticifm aud cen-

The three laft years have not been 
marked with any remarkable circum- 
ftances as to the weather, or ftate of the 
air; the two laft winters were not un- 
commonly fevere, and the fummers have 
been remarkably temperate, nor has any 
great degree of dry or moift weather 
prevailed, a foggy day or night has 
fearcely been known in any part of the 
feafons, and more general health never 
prevailed through the country, except- 
ing in the fummer 1784; when purpure- 
ral fevers were remarkbly common 
through the country ih general, and 
proved fatal to a great number of wo- 
men. 

Whatever then may be the remote or 
predifpofing caufe of the prefent difeafe, 
muft remain one of thofe myfteries that 
baffe human refearches.

with an abatement of the other fymp- 
toms, but returms again with equal vio- 
lence towards the evening. 

The tongue and mouth becomes more 
foul ; the floughs in the throat increafe 
fo as almolt to prevent breathing: Thefe 
are frequently thrown off in large flakes, 
and leave deep, painful, and fometimes 
bleeding ulcers, Hehind them ; from the 
infide of the noftrils, efpeeially in chil- 
dren, is difcharged large quantities of a 
thin putrid matter, of a moft corsofive na- 
ture, excoriating whatever it touches. — 
In infants this virulent matter often paf- 
fes down the «/opbagus into the ftomach 
and ingeftines, bringing on ficknefs, vom- 
iting, and violent purgings; the fine 
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membrane that lines the larynx is cor- 
roded off, the epiglttis loofes sts aftion, 
by which every thing the child endeav- 
ours to fwallow palics the wrong way, 
as the common phrafe is, ftrangles, and 
flies back through the nofe ; a hoarfene(s 
and hooping (which by the by is gene- 
rally a fatal fymptom, Coal: mild and 
favourable other appearances may be) 
comes on, fuffocation, and death fud- 
deniy take plate. About the sth day, 
fometimes fooner, and fometimes a day 
later, all the fymptoms become more and 
more aggravated ; the heat, reftlefine‘s, 
difficulty of, breathing, and delirium 
conftant ;—the pulfe {mall, but cxeeflive 
quick ; the floughsin the throat thick 
en, and change to a dark livid colour ; 
the foetor from the breath intolerable ; 
the efflorefcence on the fkin difappears ,or 
becomes of a dark crimfon colour, with 
petechial fpots difperfed about or the 
le; s, thighs, and fometimes other parts 
of the body ; the dificulty of breathing 
increafes ; the patient falls into a htupor, 
and death fudd@aly clofes the fcene. 
Thofe who have the difeafe more fa- 
vourable, generally have an abatement of 
all the fymptoms on the qth day ; the 
efflorefcence (on thofe that have it, for 
as was before obferved, one third of the 
patients have’no appearance of eruption) 
difappear ; the floughs in the throat fe- 
parate and come off, and leave ulcers 
that readily heal ;—-in fome a hardnefs 
and tumefa€tion of the parotid glands 
remain, in others a dry hoarfe cough ; 
Thefe however foon give way to proper

eat abundaace.— This Fosal and pat 

over without further notice until f 
came to that pafluge which gave an ac- 
count of the famous Alexander Selkirk, 
whom be found upon that ifland, and: 
whofe réfidence there, it is we!l known, 
gave rife to the ftory of the Life and 
Adventures of Robinfdn Crufoe. Selk- 
ik deferibed the climate as being very 
feverve in winter, and faid, that fome- 
times there was a continuance of frot 
and {now for thr inonths together. At 
firt ! thought there had been fomegnif- 
take in the paffage, bur upon confuiting 
a map, I found thé ifland Jaid-down 452 
degrees fouth. I believe it was never 
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ly known that pimento trees 
would ftand froft; it tas been chiefly 
foppofed tobe fitted for the torrid zone ; 
but here appears to be a proof that it is 
adapted fora variety of chmates, and 
might even be a ftaple of Virginia, 
as the cold there is not probably greater 
than in the fouthern latitude above mene 
tioned, 

This is a proof that a valuable or'cu- 
rious particular may fometimes be iok 
to the publick, for want of being placed 
ina confpicuous peint of view. The 
gardeners in England, I believe, treat 
the pimento tree as a tender exotick, and 
never truf it in open air in winter; but 
if there is no miftake in the above paf- 
fage, it may perhaps be found to ftand 
their climate at all feafous, and, not be- 
ing of the deciduous’ kind, would add 
an agreeable variety to their evergreens, 
even if their furamer thould be found 
too thort to bring its fruit to muturity-

W** your paftors and lay deputics,in 
Convention affermbied, have, by 


the favour of divine providence, and ac- 
cording to the privilege feeured by the 
laws of Gur country, to every fociety of 
Chriltians, of managing its own tempo- 
ral concerns, and of regulating its dif- 
cipline and worthip, initrtuted certain 
fundamental canons, made neceffary by 
the repeal of the incorporating aft, and 
have tramed rules for the order, difci 

pline and worhhip of our church. We 
think, however, that to difcharge fully, 
the duty we owe on this occafion, to 
God and to you, it is incumbent on us, 
briefly to put you in mind of (ome thing, 
which remain for you to do, and towhich 
if you du not attend, al! our labours here 
mutt be ineffectual. To render our 
church truly refpectable, and ovr infti- 
tutioas of fervice to the caufe of chrif- 
tianity, a general and reguiar attendance 
on publick worthip, and the conttant 
practice of piety and. morality, at all 
times, and im-all places, are indifpenfa- 
ble.

LONDON, April 6. 
RDERS are given from the war office,

ing all the ports in Canada, 

In the temple of Butis, an Egyptian God, 
there is a fanétuary compofed of a fingle block 
of granite, of fixty feet every way, which, 
fays Mr. Savary, is the large and heavieft 
ftone mentioned in the ‘hiftory of nations. 
The block which compofes this fanétuary 
had only five fides, for the roof was formed 
ofanother ftone. Thefe fides were fixty feet 
fquare and fix in thickne(s, which give 84,808 
cubick feet, Now this number multiplied 
by 184 pounds, which is the weight of a cu- 
bick foot'of granite,gives 15,604,672 pounds; 
and deducting from calculation 604,672 
pounds, for the opening of the door, the di- 
menfjons of which, are not given by Herodo- 
tus, there will remain for che weight of this 
enormous ftone, 15,000,000 pounds. This 
mais greatly furpailes day which have been 
spoved on earth by human power. 

P ARIS, April 20, 

The roth of this month, the Sieur Mu- 
hain, of the Royal Academy of Sciences, 
diicovered a new Comet between the Pleiades 
and the ftars, at the head of the Bull} it is 
mot yet perceived without the aid of glafies. 
At 43 minutes after 3 of true time, the right 
afcenfion was 58 degrees 12 minutes and a 
half—the northerly declination 19 degrees 
26 minutes. In 24 hours, the right afcen- 
fion dim,.nithed 31 minutes and two thirds, 
and the declination increafed 27 minutes and 
ahalf. ‘This Comet will be near, and a lit- 
tle above, the Pleiades for fome days.

PHILADELPHIA, June 27. 

The prefent Federal Convention, fays a 
eorrefpondent, is happily compofed of men 
who are qualified from education, experience 
and profefiion, for the great bufinefs afligned 
to them. 

The principles, the adminittration or ex- 
ecutive duties of government, will he point- 
ed out by thofe geatlemen who have filled, or 
who now fill, the offices of firft Magiftrate in 
feveral of the ftates—while the commercial 
imterefts of America, will be faithfully repre- 
fented and ably explained by the mercantile 
part of the Convention. Thefe gentlengen 
are affembled at a mot fortunate period— 
in the midtt of peace—with leifure to explore 
the perfe€tions or defeéts of ei! the govern- 
ments that ever exitted—with paslions un- 
controuled by the refeatments end prejudices 
kindled by the late war—and with a variety 
of experiments before them, of the feebie- 
nefs, tyranny and licentioufnels, of our A- 
merican forms of government. 

Under fuch circumftances, it will not be 
difficult for them to frame a Federal Contfti- 
tution that will fuitour country. The pref- 
ent Confederation, may. be compared toa 
but or tent accommodated to the emergencies 
of war—but it ismew time to ere& a caitle of 
durable materials, with a tight roof, and fub- 
ftantial bolts and bars, to fecure our perfons 
and property, from violence and external in- 
juries of all kinds, May this building rife 
like a pyramid upon the broad bafis of the 
people! and may they have wifdom to fee, 
that if they delegate a little more power to 
their rulers, the more liberty they will pof- 
fefs themfeives, provided they take ‘care to 
fecure their fovereignty and importance, by 
frequent ele@tions, and rotation of offices. 

LANSINGHBOROUGH, June 25.

Mr. Kellogg would probably have received 
more abufe, had he not, in the confufion of 
plundering the houfe, made his efcape at a 
back door.=—The ruffians then proceeded to 
the houfe of E. Hopkins, Efq; into which 
they difcharged five bails that paffed through 
the curtains of the bed in which they fuppof- 
ed he lodged ; but they did not enter the 
houfe,as they knew Mr. Hopkins to be armed, 
and concluded be would oppofe them. 

Their next attack was uoon the defencelefs 
houfe of the Rev. Eliphalet Steel, who they 
robbed of about forty pounds worth of pro- 
vifions, and clothing ; they alfo.rook from 
the Rev. Mr. Alexander (who happened 
that night to be at Mr. Steel's) his hat, 
great coat, and watch.

M. la Morgmon named in his placé. 

** Le Controlleur des Batimenadu Rei, 
infpe€tor of the King’s buildings, M, d-An- 
gerville, is difmitied ; and the firk prefident 
of the parliament of Paris, Mag Aber: is 
defired to demand his conge ; i refuies, he 
will be inflantly profecuted for mal adminif- 
tration,’ M. d Ormefion is mamed to fuc- 
ceed him. These are the principal changes. 

* M. le Marquis de Vaudrewil, brother to

been purchafed by his Majefty with 600,0001. 
pe ase judge from this fum, what would 

been the good will to the minifter who 
made the bargain, During M. de Calonne’s 
adminiftation, nothigg has been tranfaéted 
without his being fecretly touched. The 
purchafe of L’Orient, from the Prince Gui- 
mience, was of the fame kind; but the 
impeachment by Monf. de la Fayettte, de+ 
mands a vigorous inquiry into all thefe mate 
ters. It is faid, Calonne is a defaulter for 
150,000,000 livers—fuch are the Facts and 
reports of the day. 

‘In the beginning of the Afemblee des 
Notables, M. de Calonne forelecing, from 
the fpirit and vigour of the members, the 
affair would turn out badly for him, advited 
the King to Gign five lettres des cachets, for 
a3 many of the heads; which he refufed, by 
nobly faying, “* They were calied together to 
eonfult for his benefit, and they fhould de- 
bate in all freedom.”” Lately he had agaia 
the audacity to propofe to his Majefty to dif- 
mifs the Garde de Sceaux, and to a fign 32 
lettres des cachets for the different notable, 
archbithops, bifhops, ac. dc. It was this 
Jaft application which decided the King, who 
moft undoubtedly wifhes to do what is right; 
but how is he to do it, from whom truth, 
right, and juftice are always hidden? It is e- 
weg faid, that the King did not fign a lettre 
de cachet again Mirabeau; but that he 
was frightened out of the town by the minif- 
ter, who was afraid his abilities would open 
the eyes of the King and people ; for his ma- 
jefty replied, “ No, he would not ; that he had 
written the book with good intention, and

Gentlemen of the bon, Senate and 

Houfe of Reprefentatives, 

BEING called, by your kind induigente, 
to the chair of goverament,at this important 
crifis of our publick affairs, when duty calls 
upon us to unite our efforts in endeavouring 
to relieve our country from its prefent em- 
barrafiments, and to promote the happinefs 
ef our fellow-citizens, you will permit me 
to mention fuch matters as occur to mé, 
which, in my opinion, will claim your atten- 
tion at this feffion. . 

The publick papers new on your files, and 
thofe which I' have the henour, at this time, 
to lay before you, will inform you of the 
ftate of our federa) treafury, andwhe trea- 
furerof this ftate will inform you of the fi- 
tuation of our own ; and i flatter myleif, that 
your wifdor will be fufficient to devife fych — 
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alterations in our fyftem of finance, a9 will 
place the treafury of New Hampthire upon a 
more refpectable footing than at prefent, and 
reftore that publick credit, which for fome 


years paft, has been upon the decline, to the 
great injury of the ftater and of individuals. 

A variety of anfortunate circumftances 
bave combined to leffen our national credit, 
and prevent the neceffary fupplies of cath for 
the exigencies of government, among which 
the orders annually drawn upon the treafa- 
ry being fuffered to furmount the grants 
made for their redemption, is by no means 
the leaft sonfiderable ; as the furplus orders 
maft, of courfe, become an article of mer- 
chandize, fpeculation, and, confequently, of 
depreciation ; an accumulation of which, 
from year to year, could not fail to lefien 
the credit of the ftate, while the publick ex- 
pences were proportionably enhanced, 

The jmpofts and excife hitherto proved in 
fome degree productive; but, as bonds are 
given for the payment of impoft duties, and 
fome importers have devifed a method of pur- 
chafing up the furplus orders at a very great 
difcount,to offer in offsets againft thofe bends, 
and refufe any other kind of payment, that 
refource is, in a great meafure, cui off; 
hence arifes very great difficulties in raifing 
money for the fupport of delegates in Con- 
grefs, and anfwering other purpofes of go- 
verament, which difficulties muft continue 
to increafe, until fome effeftual remedy is 
found, which I doubt not your wifdom will 
be fufficient to point out. 

Perhaps none can be more efficient than 
granting a tax, payable in orders, equal to 
the fum sow in circulation, for which no 
redeeming fund is provided, and directing 
that orders upon the treafury fhall, in fu- 
ture, be iffued in fmall fums, and that thofe 
perfons who now are pofictled of fuch de~ 
mands, may return them and have fmail 
draughts in exchange. Thefe may, in fome 
seston, fupply the place of a circulating 
medium between individuals, and greatly 
facilitate the payment of taxes. 

The prefent impoft and excife aéts are fo 
exceedingly deficient and unproduétive, that 
the necefflity of very great alterations in them, 
cannot efcape your obfervation. 

An appropriation of every part of the pub- 
lick revenue, to fuch particular purpofes as 
you may judge proper, is of too much im- 
portance to pafs unnoticed. 

The forwarding delegates to the conven- 
tion at Philadelphia, where bufineis highly 
interefting to this fate is to be aéted upon, 
may be thought an object worthy of your 
earlieft attention. The revival and conti- 
nuance of fome laws that have expired, or 
@e near expiring, will claim a part in your 
deliberations. 

Among other matters recommended in the 
publick papers now before you, is a requifi- 
tion of Congrefs for a full and ample com- 
pliance with the treaty of peace, by an att in 
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the form therein pointed out. How far 
this fate has already and witet is 
yet Receffary to be done, calls for an imme- 


diate re cote 

The bufy feafon of the year is fo rapidly 
advancing that it would be injurious to the 
community and to the members of the two 
branches, to prolong the feffion at this time y 
and that an early rifing of the court may not 
prove prejudicial to our publick affairs, I 
muft beg leave to recommend that your at- 
tention may be turned to thofe publick mat- 
ters upon which fo mach feems to depend, 
prior to the tranfaCtions of any affairs of a 
private nature, 

Gentlemen, 

Iam happy in the profpe& that your wife 
and judicious efforts will tend to reftore both 
our publick and private credit, render taxes 
lefs burthenfome to the people, and give 
force and energy to the government. And 
you may rely, that in the whole courfe of 
your endeavours to promote the intereft of 
the ftate, no effort of mine fhail be wanting 
to affit you in carrying your patriotick de- 
figns into execution ; and I reft fully affured, 
that I cangot fail to receive your friendly aid 
and generous fupport, in difcharging the du- 
ties of my office.
